Derry Fancy Fair.—By the three days’ fancy 
fair in Londonderry, in aid of the Red Cross 
and Inniskilling Comforts Fund, a sum of be- 
tween £700 and £3800 has been raised. 

Wild Geese.—Wild geese are very numerous 
in the Waterville districts of the County Kerry 
at present. A few nights ago a flock of twenty- 
seven was seen to fiy towards the estuary of 
the Inny. 

Comforts for Irish Soldiers.—At a gift and 
jumble sale held recently in Listowel the sum 
of £125 was realised for comfors# for the men 
of the Munster Fusiliers and the Irish Guards 
at the front. 

Summer Time Act.—The Mayo County Coun- 
cil have expressed themselves in favour of the 
continued application of the Summer Time Act 
in Ireland. ther Councils have expressed dis- 
approval of the Act. 

Fatal Accident in a Bakery.—John Mulligan, 
a baker, while at work on Saturday morning 
in a bakery in Mullingar, had one of his arms 
caught in a machine, and was so badly injured 
that he died almost immediately. 

Derry Operatives’ War Bonus.—The Derry 
branch of the Female Factory Society has in- 
structed their Secretary to write to the Secre- 
tary of the Factory Proprietors’ Federation of 
the city requesting a war bonus of 15 per cent. 
to the female employés, who number about 
ten thousand. 

Wreckage on Kerry Coast.—The south-west 
wind has driven up a lot of wreckage in the 
Kenmare district. Amongst other things, iron 
drums have come ashore. All were empty, as 
they been smashed against the rocks. 
Some of the wreckage appeared to have been 
in the sea for a long time. 

Local Government Board and War Bonuses.— 
At the meeting of the Limerick County Coun- 
cil on Saturday a letter was read from the 
Local Government Board deelining to sanction 
the payment of a war bonus to the Secretary 
and the two County Surveyors, those officers 
being statutory officers of the Council. 

Tipperary and Train Arrangements.—The 
Tipperary ' Urban Council have protested 
against the arrangement by which passengers 
who travel by the first train from Limerick in 
the morning, as well as passengers from Kil- 
mallock, Knocklong, etc., are kept waiting at 
Limerick Junction for an hour and a half 
before they can get a connection to Tipperary. 

Doubly Punished.—The . Local Government 
Board informed the Athlone Poor Law Guar- 
dians that ohe of the milk contractors who 
had been fined at Petty Sessions should also 
be called on to pay a sum of 26s. 6d. to the 
Board under his bond to supply pure new 
milk .of the best quality, otherwise the Guar- 
dians would be surcharged by the anditor. 
The Guardians, while agreeing to the proposal, 
pointed out that this was two punishments for 
a single offence. 

A Bishop and Vaccination.—The Most Rev. 
Dr. Foley, Roman Catholic Bishop, preaching in 
the Cathedral, Carlow, referred to the Vaccina- 
tion Acts, and said that the time might come 
when people would regret that they had 
neglected to have their children vaccinated. For 
instance, after the war, thousands of soldiers 
would be returning from the East, where small- 
pox frequently prevailed to the extent that it 
would eause a panic iff it happened amongst 
ourselves. It was amazing to find Catholics re- 
fusing to have their children vaccinated on 
what they called conscientious grounds. He 
regretted to say that some Catholics allowed 
their minds to poisoned by the propaganda 
which had its origin among people beyond the 
water, and the result was that parents thought 
it was a sin to submit their children to vac- 
cination. nage NÍ speaking, there was no 
foundation for such an attitude on the part of 
parents.

LABOUR IN CONNAUGHT. 
TO THE BVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I have been farming for twenty-four 
years, but never was Í so late in getting my 
potatoes in, owing to wet, and now the inaoility 
to obtain jabour. Still, presuming that potatoes 
will be of some little use, Í am trying to dig 
mine. Perhaps, 1 should be thankful, for 
within a short distance I see the cause of 
scarcity of labour in this wide area—and that is 
a good farmer's land taken from him, while a 
Government department, called in these parts 
for short “the C.D.B.,” are actually training & 
fine, strong, able body of magnificent fellows 
to dig a trench and make a sod-bank. Perhaps, 
W is in preparation for making similar trenches 
in the battle-line—therefore, I rejoice. But 1 
also soe them making a road about haif a mile 
long, and, judging from the little they do, they 
will have to hurry up or the war will be over 
before they have completed the NA Re 
then they will be too [ate to help our brave 
men mend the bad roads at the front., 

This is whore the farmers’ sons get work: 
in England and Scotland and Wales they have 
to go out ahd fight for King and country. Over 
here they got good wages and an easy time 
under an indulgent Board. Meanwhile, the hay 
is rotting in the fields, the corn is in a similar 
condition, and potatoes cannot be got out of 
the ground because the farmers cannot get men. 
But the C.D.B. can. Probably division of 
land, building fine houses, and making good 
roads to approach the same is an Imperial 
necessity. ‘the life and death struggle of a 
nation seems to come quite in the second place. 
Probably the inhabitants of these nice houses 
will want stuff we cail food one of these days.

REV. THOMAS HAMMOND’S VIEWS. 

Yesterday afternoon in St. Kevins Church, 
Dublin, the Rev. Thomas Hammond, M.A., de- 
livered the third of his course of lectures upon 
the Re-union of Protestants. Its special sub- 
ject was the “Probie of Orders.” In the 
course of the lecture Mr. Hammond said—aAs 
most of you are aware, there aro twe schools 
of thought, with somewhat conflicting ideals on 
this subject, within the Anglican Communion. 
The differences between Evangelicals and old- 
fashioned High Churchmen, which were mainly 
differences of emphasis, have been gravely ac- 
centuated by the advent of the Tractarian School, 
which derived its principal inspiration from 
Newman. Notwithstanding many advantages, 
Tractarianism is crumbling, especially on its in- 
tellectual side. Evangelicaiism is again becom- 
ing articulate. Its principles are finding ex- 
pression. On the question of Orders, Trac- 
tarianism has done serious injury to the Angli- 
can communion. The time has come to declare 
openly that the position adopted by the Trac- 
tarians and a large body of nondescript followers 
is absolutely untenable and contradictory to the 
attitude of our leading Reformers. ‘The New 
Testament lays stress upon Church Order. In 
ad@ition to Miraculous powers resident in eer- 
tain classes in the Church, who are thereby dis- 
tinguished fram others, there is provision for a 
regular ministry. But the scheme of Church 
Order is presented historically rather than dog- 
matically. The essence of order is jealously 
guarded, existing maniféstations of it are ac- 
cepted as gifts of God, but no hard-and-fast 
rule determining its precise form and mode of 
maintenance in the Christian Church is any- 
where traceable. We may find a parailel in the 


- language of the New Testament concerning the 


civil power. The State is also ordained of God. 
But the terms are sufficiently elastic to provide 
for that gradual evolution of varying systems 
of State control which the history of nations 
affords. The New Testament maintains at least 
a cautious reserve on the question of the pos- 
sible alterability of forms of Church govern- 
ment in view of national or spiritual emer- 
gencies. We plead that Churches should retain 
that degree of freedom which appears reason- 
ably compatible with New Testament deciara- 
tions. As far as the evidence carries us, it is 
quite reasonable to contend that Episcopal 
government had its roots in the Apostolic Age, 
and became practically universal at a compara- 
tively early period, without thereby being com- 
pelled to assume that it is such an exclusive 
form of Church government as to render every 
other regimen un-Apostolic. The history of the 
past in our own Reformed Communion affords 
sad evidence of injury to the cause of Christ 
through failure to recognise that government, 
whether ecclesiastical or civil, must be suffi- 
ciently elastic to meet those changes which time 
and circumstances demand. Rigid Puritanism, 
with its unvarying Presbyterianiam, followed 
rigid Laudianism, with its demand for unifor- 
mity on the lines of Episcopacy. Neither suc- 
ceeded, but both left us+ an inheritance of 
bitterness. The mistake must not be repeated. 
Reunion may be still a long way off, but it 
cannot fail to be brought nearer by a recog- 
nition of diversity of administration in the 
earlier days and the evidence that the. New 
Testament admits as possible more than one 
form of ecclesiasticism. In relation, therefore, 
to existing facts, where do we stand? We 
maintain that the conservation of doctrine is 
more important than uniformity in discipline 
and government. For that reason we are re- 
solved to resist any «lteration in our standards 
which would render difficult a true rapprochement 
between Protestants. We stand by the cautious 
sition of our own Reformers, who, while justi- 
ying their own form of Church government, re- 
cognised the cempatibility of various forms 
within the wide circle of the Catholic Church.
